After ‘several. weeks effort the crew | 
at the Imperial Oil Co’s well, east of | 
Irma, succeeded in forcing enough} 
water in the well to hold back the} 
gas pressure and drilling has been re- | 
sumed through a hole full of water. 

The gas pressure which has been 
reported at from fifteen. to thirty 
million feet was very obstinate and 
dangerous. For some time the gas has 
been reported to have been throwing 
shells and chunks of shale high in the 
air. No information can be secured | 
from the crew but it is presumed that | 
the large hydraulic pumps were con- | 
nected up and water forced through | 
the cap until the weight of the water | 
held back the gas. Drilling can be re- | 
sumed through the water but it.will! 
not be as easy to keep an accurate | 
log of the well. Progress will likely | 
be very-slow until such time as the 
hole has been drilled through: the gas | 
sand and the casing set low enough | 
to shut off the gas. Rumors are cur- | 
rent that the company are contemplat- 
ing -starting the rotary rig on a new 
location in the near future. Just where | 
this location will. be or when. the rig 
will be moved. has not been officially ;
